In this paper Dr. Os- 
born said: 

“For the time at least I am very 
doubtful about birth control. In 
fact, on eugenic as well as on evo- 
lutionary lines, I am strongly op- 
posed to many directions which the 
birth control movement is taking, 
chiefly because I believe them to be 
fundamentally - unnatural, and 
hence destined sooner or later to 
fail of their original more or less 
benevolent purposes.”

F all the good things which 
are abused the Bible holds 
the first place. It is made respon- 
sible for the strangest, the most 
illogical and even blasphemous re- 
ligious views. It is forced to 
shoulder the blame for all the divi- 
sions in Christendom, and friend 
and foe alike appeal to it to defend 
their arguments or position. Some 
years ago Bishop Hedley of Eng- 
land expressed the belief that one 
of the reasons for the charge made 
that the Holy Scriptures are with- 
held from Catholics is the lack of 
interest which Catholics have in 
sectarian controversies. 

The Bible was written by sons of 
the Church, and therefore it has 
always been in the keeping of the 
Catholic Church as the best inter- 
preter of its contents, even if we 
forget altogether the divine protec- 
tion promised to the Church. No 
person reasoning logically could 
dispute the contention that the 
Catholic Church has been the 
Bible’s best friend, its warmest de- 
fender, and that Catholics show 
greater reverence for it than does 
any other group of Christians. 


Bishop Hedley wrote as follows: 


“The great effect, as we all know, 
of the revolt against divine auth- 
ority which people call the Reform- 
ation has been to spread far and 
wide the habit of looking to the! 
Bible for texts to throw at an op- 
ponent. This, even if it did not 
lead to the abuse and misinterpre- 
tation of God’s word, wotld natu- 
rally dry up devotion and banish 
peace and piety. Where Protes- 
tants lead the way, Catholics are 
to some extent obliged to follow. 

“Tf the Scripture of God is em- 
ployed to propagate what is false, 
it is necessary to challenge what is 
wrong and to argue for what is 
right. But nothing can be more 
foreign to the spirit of the sacred 
Word: of God than the heat, the 
contention, and the perpetual limit- 
ations and distinctions of contro- 
versy. It is little wonder if the 
calm and serene words of Christ 
and the deep and buring phrases 
of the Apostles have lost, for many 
hearts, their impressiveness and 
their mysterious power since they 
have been so ruthlessly handled, 
for contentious purposes, by the 
hot hands of more or less reckless 
disputants.”

Y His example Christ would 

impress on mankind the lesson 
that the home can and should be 
the most efficient Christian school. 
Wholesome pre-school teaching and 
example count for more in the for- 
mation of a child’s characteer than 
the influence of the best education- 
al institution. 

Even the Catholic child is under 
the care of a religious teacher only 
five out of twenty-four hours dur- 
ing two hundred days of the year. 
If the home, from which the child 
goes to school and to which he re- 
turns after schéol hours, be not re- 
ligious; if the home, on whose in- 
fluence the child must altogether 
depend during one hundred sixty- 
five days of each year, work not 
in complete harmony with the 
Church and the parish school, 
these two powerful factors in char- 
acter formation will fail of their 
lofty purpose.

Newman’s Prayer 
for Guidance 
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VERY reader will be delighted 

to find herewith reproduced 
the actual handwriting of the great 
Cardinal Newman, penning the 
poem for which his name has be- 
comeefamiliar to both Catholics 
and Protestants throughout tae 
world. 

A letter in our Readers to Read: 
ers column explains the manner in 
which we have come into the pos- 
session of the facsimile of the Car- 
dinal’s original commitment of his 
poem to writing. 

This poem has become a familiar 
hymn in Protestant services, al- 
though the chanters thereof fail to 
realize that it was the Cardinal's 
praver for light and guidance dur- 
ine his. religious  perplexitics, 
which found their solution when .¢ 
embraced the Catholic fatth. 

Doctor Newman, as a Protestant 
divine, was professor at the Uni- 
versity of Oxford ‘and his conver- 
sion started a real movement to- 
wards the Catholic Church among 
England’s greatest scholars of that 
day. 

As a Catholic the Cardinal 
came a prolific writer in masterful 
English, so that today he re- 
garded as one of the classical 
authors of our mother tongue. Even 
after his élevation to the Cardi- 
nalate, Newman spent most of his 
time th writing defences of the 
Catholic religion and expositions 
of errors in the Anglican Church 
and its offshoots. 

At the time of his death the 
Church of England was held in 
high favor by most of his country- 
men as the “Church by law estab- 
lished.” Today the Church of Eng- 
land enjoys this distinction in name 
only. The greater part of Ene- 
land’s population has lost all in- 
terest in it, and there is real 
activity in that country only in 
the Chureh which Newman em- 
braced, Thousands of Anglican 
clergymen have embraced the 
‘Church since Newman's death, and 
‘thousands more would embrace it 
now were it not for the fear of an 
uncertain livelihood = fo 
selves and families. 

Like our own country, England 
has a population constituted main- 
ly of indifferentists, the natural 
fruit of religions which can prove 
no claim to divine authority. Why 
should not every person be his own 
authority in religion if there be no 
authority higher than human. and 
particularly if leaders in the vari- 
ous Protestant denominations find 
it impossible to agree among them- 
selves?

THE CALIFORNIA MISSIONS 


Uncle Dave Tells Jack the Story of 
Mission Santa Barbara. 


By Archie O’Connor Richardson. 


“Beside a mission wall we dis- 
covered a toiling Franciscan Friar. 
It seemed so fitting, Jack, to find 
the young brown-robed monk in his 
rightful heritage—in the garden of 
the old Padres—linking, as it were, 
the past with the present. Even 
the very flowers in that wondrous 
garden seem to breathe forth a 
perfume deeply scented with an al- 
most immaculate atmosphere of a 
mission undesecrated by the hands 
of secularization. Secularized the 
Mission was, Jack, in 1834, but the 
Franciscan Friars never deserted 
their post in spite of the hardships 
imposed upon them by the Mexican 
rulers of California. 

“As a result, Jack, the Church

red glory. As in the words of the 
poet: 

‘Still points the tower and pleads

town.’ 

“Jack, I am afraid that I have 
been cdught in the spell of her en- 
chanting romantic beauty and that 
I am neglecting to tell you any- 
thing about the history of this 
wondrous historic Mission.” 

“Uncle Dave, was the Franciscan 
Friar just like those over at Saint 
George’s Parish?” 

“Yes, Jack, the toiling young 
monk I met in the mission garden 
of Santa Barbara, belonged, like 
the good Fathers and Brothers 
over at Saint George’s Parish, to 
that great order of brown-cassock- 
ed Friars founded by St. Francis— 
the Poor Man of Assisi. 

“Santa Barbara Mission, Jack, 
was founded by Padre Francisco 
de Lasuen, third Presidente of the 
Franciscan mission chain in the 
Californias. Let us read the vener- 
able Padre’s own account of the es- 
tablishment of the Mission which I 
copied with permission from the 
records in the Parochial Church of 
Santa Barbara: 

“‘Commenced on the appropriate 
day of the holy titular patroness, 
December 4, A. D., 1786. On the 
afternoon of which day... I, the 
undersigned Fr. Fermin Francisco 
de Lasuen, Presidente of the Mis- 
sion of said and by said College 
Apostolic, proceeded accompanied 
by three other missionaries, from 
the Presidio to this place, blessed 
water, and thereupon dedicated the 
land to God, our Lord, and in like 
manner blessed a large cross which 
we raised and venerated. We then 
recited the Litany of the Saints, 
chanting the Antiphon, with a 
prayer to our Holy Patroness... . 

“*May it be for the higher honor 
and glory of God, the exultation of 
his most holy name and the good of 
souls. 

“‘Fr, Fermin 
Lasuen, Presidente.’ 

“The Mission was located, Jack, 
on a beautiful plateau, about a mile 
northwest of the Presidio of Santa 
Barbara, which was established 
several years previous by Padre- 
presidente Junipero Serra. 

“In the year, 1787, a house for 
the missionaries was erected on the 
present site. Later an adobe chapel 
and several other structures were 
built. During the year 1788, tiles 
were made and all the temporary 
straw roofs were replaced. 

“These four volumes on my desk, 
Jack, were written by Father 
Yephyrin Engelhardt, devoted stu- 
dent and California historian of the 
Franciscan Order. He gives a com-

: “In succeeding years other 


structures arose as the converts in- 
creased and industries were intro- 
duced. At the end of 1807 the In- 
dian village, which had sprung up 


ing, consisted of 252 separate adobe 


just southwest of the main build- 


buildings, harboring as many In- 
dian families. ... 

“The chapel proved too small 
within a year from the time it was 
dedicated, Sunday, May 21, 1787. It 
was therefore enlarged in 1788, but 
by the year 1792, this, also, proved 
too small. Converts were coming 
in rapidly. The old structure was 
then taken down, and a magnificent 
edifice took its place in 1793. Its 
size was 25 by 125 feet. There 
were three small chapels on each 
side, like the two that are attach- 
ed to the present church. An earth- 
quake, December 21, 1812, damaged 
this adobe building to such an ex- 
tent that it had to be taken down. 
On its site rose the splendid struc- 
ture which is still the admiration of 
the traveler. Padre Antonio Ripoll 
superintended the work, which con- 
tinued through five years, from 
1815 to 1820.’ 

“As you will probably recall, 
Jack, Mexico proclaimed its inde- 
pendence of Spain in 1821. In the 
period of turmoil and unrest that 
followed Santa Barbara Mission de- 
clined in prosperity. This decline 
was speeded by the so-called secu- 
larization in 1834, 

“The records of Santa Barbara 
Mission reveal, Jack, that from the 
date of founding, in 1786, to the so- 
called Secularization, in 1834, there 
were 5,679 baptisms, 1,534 mar- 
riages, 4,046 deaths. The largest 
population recorded was in the 
year 1803, when there were 1,792 
souls under the mission jurisdic- 
tion. 

“This summer, Jack, thousands 
of travelers will probably visit 
Santa Barbara Mission. They will 
probably admire its magnificent 
church edifice, which is 165 feet 
long, 42 feet wide and 30 feet high 
on the outside, with irregular sand- 
stone walls six feet thick, further- 
strengthened by solid stone but- 
tresses measuring 9 x 9 feet. They 
will probably gaze in wonder at the 
distinctive double towers — solid 
masses of stone and cement 20 feet 
square. They will probably catch a 
glimpse in passing of the beautiful 
cloistered garden, of the large Cru- 
cifix concealed in the cemetery in a 
carefully trimmed niche of native 
Cypress trees, of the Library lo- 
cated in the Cloisters adjoining the 
Church, which contains many valu- 
able manuscripts and other price- 
less records of the mission days. 
But if they know naught of the 
history of these romantic spots— 
these old Fransican Missions—they 
will surely fail to understand the 
important role the Catholic Church 
played in the making of Cali- 
fornia.”

Catholic Schools’ 
Attendance In 1933 
Is Put At 2,679,000 


Washington.—A total of 2,679,- 
000 students are beginning the 
1932-83 scholastic year in 10,576 


‘Catholic institutions of learning in 


this country, according to an esti- 
mate made recently by the Depart- 
ment of Education of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. 

The estimate was arrived at by 
a careful combination of all the 
enrollments reported by Catholic 
schools last year with that annual 
increase in pupils that has been 
constant with Catholic institutions 
for a number of years past. The 
increased number of Catholic 
schools is available from definite 
reports on file in the Department’s 
offices secured as part of the 1930 
survey of Catholic colleges and 


progress of its educational system 
and encouraged a large represen- 
tation at the dedicatory ceremonies 
and dinner. 


“It is probably out of place to 
attempt a description of the new 
buildings comprising the group 
which, with additions, will supply 
a home for the orphans and home- 
less children of the diocese,” said 
Father Conroy. “A personal in- 
spection later on will give you @ 
more adequate idea of the artistry 
that has been worked into the 
buildings. Seeing the buildings 
with your own eyes will more 
quickly confirm you in your antici- 
pations as to the beauty and dig- 
nity that has been woven into the 
group of buildings, through the un- 
usual architectural skill with which 
the group has been designed. A 
visit to the interior of the build- 
ings will convince you of the prac- 
tical arrangements and appoint- 
ments demanded by the modern 
idea of what constitutes a con- 
venient and serviceable home for 
the training of homeless children. 


“There has been no studied at- 
tempt to blaze a new trail in the 
construction of the buildings, ex- 
cept in so far as the program under 
which the institution will be con- 
ducted, demanded some new ar- 
rangements in order to make the 
new program of the highest benefit 
to the children who will live at 
the new home.

50. Total 304 as compared with a 
total of 280 in September, 1931.

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RELATION OF BIRTH CONTROL TO 
DIVORCE | 

If you do not believe in divorce you can not consist- 
ently believe in birth control, because it is a well estab- 
lished fact that there is the closest relationship between 
the two. , | : 

Alfred Cahen, Ph. D., of Columbia University, is 
authority for the following figures: 

Sixty-three per cent of all divorces are granted to 
married couples who have no children; twenty and five- 
tenths per cent of divorces are granted to parents of one 
child; nine and five-tenths per cent are given in favor of 
parents of two children; only three and nine-tenths per 
cent of the divorces granted are in favor of parents of 
three children; parents of four children receive only one 
and seven-tenths; parents of five or more children only 
one and four-tenths per cent. 

Commenting on these figures Doris Blake notes that 
“only about seven percent of American divorces are 
granted to couples with three or more children.” 

Children are not only a binding tie between husband 
aod wife, but they bring greater happiness into the home. 

Dr. Cahen reminds us that “the highest number of 
divorces falls during the third year of married life.”’ This 
means that our country is overrun with people who are 
under twenty-five years, who have been married and 
separated,—a danger against which our Catholic young 
men and women must be warned—because they could 
not contract even a valid marriage with any member of 
this group. 

Such marriages are, we can assume, trial marriages 
for the most part. ‘ 

If sixty-three per cent of all divorces are granted to 
childless couples we are safe in saying that two hundred- 
fifty thousand young people, looking for new alliances, 
are thrown on the market every year because one hun- 
dred twenty-five thousand divorces are granted in their 
favor annually. | 

Dr. Cahen says “a declining belief in the family as 
an institution ordained by God and a weakening of reli- 
gious attitudes toward marriage is a factor of infiu- 
ence,” 

The Columbia Professor draws the outstanding con- 
clusion from his study of divorce that children preserve 
the home. He says: 

“Fewer children and briefer marriages are two 
trends positively associated with divorce. Divorce is not 
an American family habit, because five cases in every 
six come from that small class of American marriages 
bearing no children or but one child. Children preserve 
the home, since only eight per cent of American couples 
possessing children end in divorce, while seventy-one per 
cent of childless marriages terminate in divorce. Fur- 
thermore, every additional child cuts in half the chances 
of divorce.” } |

Agriculture is the basic indus- 
try of the United States. As long 
as agriculture is demoralized there 
can be no hope for a return to nor- 
mal conditions in other industries, 
as these are dependent on the buy- 
ing power of the farmer who con- 
stitutes the largest unit of indus- 
trial consumption. To stabilize the 
farmér, we must find a market for 
his surplus. His surplus has in- 
creased greatly in the last few 
years due to modern inventive pro- 
duction and lowered consumption. 


The chief products of agriculture 
are wheat, corn, oats, meat and 
dairy products, and the largest 
consumers of these products are 
the children of the world. Hence, 
our refusal to rear children has 
brought about an effective decrease 
in consumption and has created 
these surpluses.

Aim to Have a Home 


“The first item of the new pro- 
gram that might have something 
radical in it is the determination 
that the new school shall not be an 
institution. We have institutions 
for the cure of cancer, for the com- 
pounding of cosmetics, institutions 
for the raising of dogs and the 
breeding of horses and cattle, and 
without exhausting the classifica- 
tion we might add institutions for 
leducation in its various branches. 
All of these enterprises are most 
worthy regardless of the name 
under which they are at once rec- 
ognized and known. A home may 
be called an institution but only in 
the most generic sense. We rarely 
ever think of an institution when 
the word ‘home’ is used. That 
word, almost without exception, 
conjures up a place where children 
are born and developed into a use- 
ful and honorable maturity. If the 
home is broken up by death of the 
parents and the children survive, 
ithen we must contrive to continue 
the conditions of the home in so 
far as that is possible if we are to 
hope for the right training and de- 
velopment of the children. In other 
words, we must build up something 
that has the nature of a home. It 
will have serious and substantial 
defects because of the absence of 
parents. But it will be incomplete, 
inadequate and unsatisfactory in 
its results if it has more of the 


nature of an institution than that 
of a home.

In a time of general depression 

this pastoral of your Archbishop 
will try to strengthen your confi- 
dence anew. Your own trust in 
God must not weaken if you hear 
‘the blasphemies of others. A thou- 
sand tongues, proud as Goliath’s, 
defy the Lord of hosts. Formerly 
it was considered a crime not to 
believe in God. Today many who 
believe in God are exiled into Si- 
beria, or put to death. We are 
tempted to call down fire from 
heaven upon such blasphemers and 
urge God’s wrath to work quickly. 
True enough, the Lord could crush 
His. enemies with the lightning 
bolts of omnipotence, but His long- 
suffering soul says: “My hour is 
not yet come” (Jno. 2, 4). 


Trust in God 


Your trust in God must not fal- 
ter when you are visited by suffer- 
ing and misery. Often the question 
is- asked: How can you harmonize 
such misery with your faith in 
God? It is not allowed to demand 
an explanation from God, we must 
not*ask Him: Why? We must not 
complain and accuse. We must 
trust in Him. He knows about us; 
He wishes us well; the love of God 
keeps the vigil in the night of sor- 
row. His hour is not yet come. 

Your trust must not fail if your 
prayers are not heard at once. “O 
my God, I shall cry by day, and 
thou wilt not hear; and by night, 
and it shall not be reputed as folly 
in me” (Ps. 21, 3). Your prayer in 
the name of Jesus will always be 
heard, but not always immediately, 
nor in that manner in which you 
expect it. Prayer always gives 
strength to bear the burden of life, 
but the burden will not always be 
lifted from us. I am trying your 
faith, saith the Lord. My hour is 
not yet come. 


Trust in God, in the Presence of 
God: “Thou, O Lord, art among 
us, and thy name is called upon by 
us, forsake us not” (Jer.

God’s Generosity 


How gencrously did God meet 
this desire of the human heart! He 
has spoken through Revelation that 
we may be able to walk in the 
name of God and become children 
of God. He sent us the Holy Ghost 
that in His grace we may partake 
of the life of God. (2 Pet. 1, 4) In 
Christ the invisible God became a 
visible man. By this the glory of 
God has been made manifest also 
to the unlearned who cannot con- 
ceive God as a spirit, since now the 
love of God is reflected upon the 
countenance of a child; and since 
now the holiness of God is shining 
upon the brow of a son of man, and 
the power of Ged is visible in the 
death of the Crucified. In the 
Chureh, Christ gave the sons of 
Adam a sanctuary of salvation, lest 
they disfigure the doctrine of God, 
lest they deviate from the road of 
the laws of God, and become degen- 
erate children of God. 

In the Sacrament of the Altar the 
good God advances still farther to- 
wards the human heart so that the 
divine life should not die out in the 
soul, and that it may the easier 
find its way to the eternal com- 
munion with God. 

The Value of Faith 


Let me remind you with a few 
words how valuable is the faith in 
God. Not one minute could the 
world exist, could man live, with- 
out God who sustains the existence 
and life of everything that exists 
and everything that lives. Faith 
in God, as a philosophy of life, 
could move our mundane existence 
into a more cheerful light. “I am 
the Almighty God; walk before me 
and be perfect” (Gen. 17, 1) The 
firm resolution to copy the image 
of God in our soul, could make 
saints of us. “How unfortunate the 
man,” exclaims St. Augustine, “who 
knows other things but does not 
know God. Happy the man who 
knows God, though he be ignorant 
about other things.” And the neo- 
pagans who first had built a tem- 
ple to the Unknown God, cried out 
later: I want to know Thee, Thou 
Unknown. 

As we increase in faith we grow 
also in power of faith to bear life 
with its burdens, to master its 
tasks, to sacrifice its goods. Souls 
who are God-minded, are likewise 
earthly enough to perform their 
duties conscientiously according to 
the times and to their station in 
life. Atheists often find life un- 
bearable and speak of suicide, but 
the faithful know that God gives 
strength to the weary. 

Faith and Social Life 


Faith in God has incomparable 
values likewise for Social Life. 
“Blessed is the nation whose God 
is the Lord” (Ps. 32, 12). Woe to 
the nation whose citizens have lost 
their faith in God. Wherever the 
people have abandoned the one true 
God, there they will soon raise a 
number of fase gods on their altars 
and they will even deify the race. 
Where the people will make their 
gods according to the image of 
man, instead of forming themselves 
according to the image of God, 
there will soon arise a whole Pan- 
theon of false gods. Without God, 
the authorities of the world will 
lose their influence, public order 
and safety will lose its best sup- 
port, justice and peace will miss 
their strongest pillar, fidelity and 
truth their best foundation, charity 
and welfare work will lack the in- 
flux of divine warmth. Without 
God the solemn oath loses its pur- 
_ Men need God in order to 
keep them from becoming degen- 
erate. The nations need God to 
keep them from returning into 
barbarism. “Blessed the nation 
whose God is the Lord.”

It had 
seemed that the election of Bonifaz 
was entirely regular and that it 
would receive the approval of the 
Congress. His opponents, however, 
have brought their influence to 
bear, and obtained from the Con- 
gress a vote disapproving the elec- 
tion on the ground that Bonifaz is 
not a citizen of Ecuador and, there- 
fore, ineligible. This action is based 
on the fact that Bonifaz, though 
born in Quito, is the son of a Peru- 
vian, who at the time of his birth 
was a member of the staff of the 
Peruvian Legation, and that“ be- 
cause of this fact, Bonifaz cannot 
claim to be native born, his father 
having enjoyed at the time the 
privilege of diplomatic extraterri- 
toriality. 

The foreign element in Ecuador, 
especially American interests in 
that country, are said to be friendly 
toward Bonifaz. Gold-mining and 
oil production are important Ame- 
rican interests in Ecuador. The 
Guayaquil to Quito Railway is 
American owned and the foreign 
trade of Equador is largely with 
the United States and the Panama 
Canal Zone.

While Cardinal Bourne was dele- 
gated for the function of consecra- 
tion, the Pope made a eoncession 
concerning an exacting task of the 
ceremony. 

As the Lord Abbot of Buckfast 
expressed it: “The consecrating 
hierarch had to be a person cap- 
able-of ascending the rungs of a 
ladder, and this twelve times, to 
put the sacred Chrism on the Con- 
secration Crosses high up on the 
walls, Such labours, sweet as they 
are, ought to be the portion of 
youth, So the Holy Father, by 
special dispensation, granted that 
this part of the great function be 
left to other ‘Excellencies.’ ”

500,000 Catholics 
View Polish Shrine 
WARSAW.—As one mixed with 
the crowd of 500,000 pilgrims in 
Czestochowa, the Polish Lourdes, 
gathered for the 550th anniversary 
of the Miraculous Madonna’s Jas- 
nagora Monastery, one felt the in- 
tensity of religious feelings of this 
country which is Rome’s strong- 
hold in Eastern Europe. Humble 
peasants and poor town dwellers, 
unable to pay even the reduced 
railroad fares, marched for weeks, 
headed by parish priests, to glance 
at the holy image to which is at- 
tributed innumerable miracles. 


The. President. of the republic, 
Poland’s primate Cardinal, Cabi- 
net Ministers and generals knelt 
before the Jasnagora Madonna, to- 
gether with hundreds of thousands 
when the image was shown outside 
the chapel for the second time in 
history. Three centuries ago, after 
Swedish invasion had been repuls- 
ed, the image -was carried in pro- 
cession. There is a legend that the 
Madonna was seen flying above the 
monastery’s towers, spreading pan- 
ic among the invaders who had oc- 
cupied half of Poland, but broke 
down before the walls of the 
Czestochowa, 


“The Queen of Poland” 


The Jasnagora Madonna is called 
the Queen of Poland. She has been 
a visible sign of Poland’s unity and 
spiritual independence. In_ the 
darkest hours of Russian oppres- 
sions, she never failed, and the 
Polish people never have lost faith 
in her powers. “Polonia semper 
fidelia”—that slogan of Polish 
Kings still stands. The new born 
Polish Republic is Rome’s most 
faithful daughter. 


Cardinal Van Rossum 
Dies In Hospital At 77 


AMSTERDAM. — Guglielmo, 
Cardinal van Rossum, died recent- 
ly in a hospital at Maastricht. 

Cardinal van Rossum, who was 
77 years old, was once mentioned 
as a candidate for Pope, and at his 
death was Prefect of the Congrega- 
tion for the Propagation of the 
Faith. 

Recipient of the red hat in 1911 
from Pope Pius X, Cardinal van 
Rossum. became the first Dutch 
member of the Sacred College. In 
1913 he was appointed a member 
lof the Congregation of Holy Office 
and on March 15, 1918, became Pre- 
fect of the Congregation for Pro- 
pagation of the Faith. 

In 1922 Cardinal van Rossum was 
mentioned as a neutral candidate 
for Pope, but the Dutch lost no 
time in expressing their reluctance 
to lose his services.

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Dr. Corrigan Warns 
Of Dangers Facing 
U. S. Youth of Today 


“Catholic Hour” Speaker Cites Pa- 
ganism in Colleges as Great 
Factor in Modern Break- 
down in Morals—Duties 
of Parents Stressed 


New York—The perils besetting 
the youth of America today were 
described, and a call to parents, ed- 
ucators and leaders in all walks of 
life to take steps to preserve the 
integrity of American youth, was 
sounded by the Rev. Dr. Jones I. 
Corrigan, S. J., of Boston College, 
last night in the course of an ad- 
dress over the “Catholic Hour.” 

The title of Dr. Corrigan’s ad- 
dress was “The Nation’s Youth 
Problem.” 


The “Catholic Hour” is broadcast} 


over a network of the National 
Braodcasting Company, through 
Station WEAF, here, and is spon- 
sored by the National Council of 
Catholic Men. 

Declaring that the continuance 
of good order and society depends 
upon the preservation of youth, Dr. 
Corrigan cited the danger to youth 
of paganistic philosophies which 
are now being taught in many se- 
cular and non-Catholic colleges and 
universities throughout the country. 
He urged parents to keep their 
children away from such imstitu- 
tions, where “cynics are undermin- 
ing the ideals of youth; sentimen- 
talists are basely distorting the 
emotional life of youth; psuedo- 
philosophers are sadly misleading 
youth away from the high princi- 
ples of noble living, offering in 
their stead unbridled license as the 
guiding principle of life, self-indul- 
gence and self-gratification as its 
goal.” 

First of Series 

Dr. Corrigan’s address last night 
was the first of a series of nine 
which. he will deliver over the 
“Catholic Hour” in the course of 
the next few weeks. 

Dr. Corrigan, who is professor 
of Ethics and Sociology at Boston 
College, is widely known through- 
out the country for his activity in 
behalf of the development of strong 
Catholic leadership. He has lec- 
tured on outstanding public ques- 
tions both from the platform and 
over the radio. This present series 
which began with last night’s ad- 
dress marked his first appearance 
as a “Catholic Hour” speaker. 


“Tet not current pessimistic crit- 
icisms of youth distort the true 
picture, nor blind us to the all-im- 
portant fact that in her 46,000,000 
children, America has a possession 
beyond price, a treasure unequalled, 
a hope for the future that thrills 
the mind contemplating it,” Dr. 
Corrigan asserted. “The very pres- 
ence of a wide-spread alarm and 
concern for youth is asignof health. 
When public men are voicing the 
need of safe-guarding the youth of 
he land, it is an indication tha the 
Nation is becoming aroused to the 
evil influence threatening the young. 
When business and professional 
men, clergymen, parents and teach- 
ers, are beginning to give thought 
to the problem, that fact alone be- 
gets the well-founded hope that 
youth, with ‘its illusions, aspira- 
tions, dreams,’ will come through 
the perils of the new age unsullied 
and undaunted, if not unscathed... 

“One distressing sign of the 
times is found in the sharp drop in 
the criminal age within a genera- 
tion. Thirty years ago, the aver- 
age criminal age was 40. Today 
it is nearer 20. The youthful crim- 
inal has become a familiar figure. 
Crimes of violence are being per- 
petrated by young men in their 
teens, and the gunman, hi-jacker 
or gangster who has passed his 


== ithirtieth year is now a rarity. Add 


to this the conduct-disorders in our 
high and elementary schools, the 
statutory crimes involving _ the 
young that shock the Nation from 
the drinking, petting 


all who have the care of the young, 
should give thought to the problem 


lime audacity of faith’ may be pre- 
served. 

“Much of the harm to youth is 
done in certain of our schools and 
colleges, and here, especially, par- 
ents can save themselves bitter re- 
grets, and their children wrecked 
lives by keeping their boys and 
girls away from such institutions. 

What chance has your boy 
or girl in schools . . . where pol- 
ished paganized professors are de- 
liberately unsettling the religious 
convictions of the students, and 
holding out to them the lure of 
worse than pagan immorality? 
What respect for religion, what 
reverence for the authority of law, 
human or divine, can withstand the 
subtle, sinister influence of profes- 
sors who sneer at the ‘myth and 
outworn superstition’ as they call 
it of a personal God? 

“How can your boy fail to be un- 
settled when told in some of our 
secular colleges and universities 
that the criminal is in no way re- 
sponsible for his crime, that neither 
in the criminal nor in the ordinary 
citizen is there the slightest shred 
of freedom in any of his acts, that 
everything is predestined by his 
heredity or by his experiences since 
birth, or both? 


Wrecked Lives Outcome 


“What wonder that youthful 
morals are causing concern, when 
in universities, professing to be in- 
stitutions of learning, and founded 
by pious Protestants to promote the 
interests of Christ and His Church, 
highly paid rationalistie professors 
are teaching that the Ten Com- 
mandments are only a man-made 
code of etiquette, the crystallized 
will of a group, not the revealed 
law of God binding upon the con- 
science of man! Abandoned ideals, 
wrecked lives are the outcome, and 
the bitter tears of disillusioned 
mothers and fathers can never 
make up to their sons and daugh- 
ters for the destruction that has 
been wrought. How parents, who 
commit their sons and daughters to 
such sinister influences, can be ab- 
solved of direct blame, passes un- 
derstanding. In God’s name, with- 
draw them in time! 

“Another fertile source of trouble 
with the young comes from com- 
panionships. The youth problem 
would be already half-solved, if 
parents would look into the com- 
panionships of their children. Right 
companionships are both a preven- 
tive of harm, and a powerful con- 
structive force in young lives. . . 

“In working with youth, our pro- 
gram, to be successful, must be re- 
lated to boy nature. It must be 
long on expression, and short on re- 
pression. It must be filled with 
romance and adventure and thrill, 
because boys are romanticists and 
adventurers. 

“Tt must be a program that boys 
like. It must be impelling in its 
appeal and absorbing in its pull; a 
program that boys want, and not 
that men merely want boys to like. 
A program that a boy likes, but 
that is not boyish. It must allow 
for individual variation, for boys 
are not all cast in the same mold. 

“It must be a health-giving pro- 
gram. It must build vitality, or- 
ganic vigor, virility... . 

Must Be Character Building 

“It must be a character-building 
program, for effective character can 
be built only in relation to activity. 
It must have an appeal to honor, 
virtue, thrift and integrity. It must 
develop these virtues without teach- 
ing them as such. They must not 
be imposed, but rather grow out of 
the activities in which he engages, 
in a natural way. 

“Above all, a successful boy pro- 
gram must serve to develop reli- 
gious and spiritual ideals based up- 
on deep religious convictions. . . 

“How long shall we delude and 
deceive ourselves and defraud youth 
by depriving our young people of 
the inspirational ideals that come 
from religion alone? ...In vain 
shall we look for a recession of the 
crime wave, if we continue to neg- 
lect the Christian training youth...

Cathedral Grade School for boys and girls erected during 
the pastorate of Father Quinlan, as well as the High 
School for girls, known as St. Augustine’s Academy, on 
Cathedral Square. The Sisters hold title to the Girls’ 
Academy as well as their convent although both were 
built with funds provided by Father Benoit. 

The Cathedral property is admirably situated. It is 
not only valuable downtown property, but is about as cen- 
trally located as it could be. 

The present Bishop of Fort Wayne, and his parents 
before him, were members of the Cathedral Parish. 
Father Noll was the first. priest to be ordained and say 
his First Holy Mass in that parish on June 4th. and 5th., 
1898. 


The number of priests who have served the few pas- 
tors as Assistants has been large.

INTERIOR OF CATHEDRAL 


At this writing the Cathedral parish, Fort Wayne, is 
95 years old, and its second church is still in use. The 
first parish church, dedicated to Saint Augustine, was 
begun in 1837 by the Rev. Louis Mueller, first pastor of © 
the parish, twenty years before the diocese of Fort Wayne 
was created. The edifice was completed by the Rev. Julian 
Benoit, who succeeded Father Mueller in 1840. Father 
Benoit remained pastor of the Cathedral congregation 
for 45 years, or until his death, in 1885. 

Father Benoit was the builder of the second church, 
the present beautiful Cathedral, which was dedicated to 
the Immaculate Conception and completed in 1861. Priests 
succeeded Father Benoit as pastors of the Cathedral in 
the following order: The Rev. J. H. Brammer, the Rev. 
John H. Guendling, the Rev. Patrick Roche, the Rev. John 
R. Quinlan, and the Rev. Thomas M. Conroy. 

Besides building the Cathedral, Father Benoit also 
erected the two Cathedral parish schools, and the Cathe- 
dral rectory, the latter being razed only after the late Rt. 
Rev. Herman Joseph Alerding had moved from the Epis- 
copal residence, which he built in 1901, to the property 
which he purchased at 1415 W. Washington Blvd. in 1921. 

The first priests’ house occupied the corner on which 
now stands the imposing structure known as Library 
Hall, erected by Father Brammer in 1880. Until 1901 
the Bishops of Fort Wayne lived with priests who served 
the Cathedral congregation. 


At the death of Father Brammer, known as the priest 
of charity, a heavy burden of debt was inherited by his 
successor. It was reduced in large part by Fathers 
Guendling, Roche and Quinlan, and completely liquidated

Every child is pleased to be 
sprinkled with Holy Water during 
the day- and capecially at night. 
We have so much to tell you that 
you will he surprised, First of all 
we must tell you that the Holy 
Water is blessed by your priest in 
the most solemn manner. He must 
bless it aceording to the Holy 
Ritual which we explained to you 
in Sacramentals two weeks ago. 
Now, your good mother brings a 
bottle to the church and fills it 
with Holy Water. That water is 
pure, clean water from a well. It 
is taken to the church and after 
the sacred prayers are said over it, 
salt is sprinkled into it in the form 
of the cross three times. 

That is done after the evil spir- 
its or qualities have been driven 
out of the water. What is there 
about Holy Water that is good? 
The only answer, children, is this: 
“God's blessing is oh that water.” 
Water has played such an impor- 
tant part in religion, especially 
“Baptism” that in the Jewish and 
Christian Rites, we have a pro- 
found respect for ‘the “Blessed 
Water” that it is called “Holy 
Water.” 

Next week we shall try to tell 
you how Holy Water is used as a 
Sacramental in the home, the sick 
room, and in the administration 
of the Holy Sacraments.
